Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant states the specification states that an 
"adaptive controller adapts its controller parameters in real time" and that the references do not teach a controller block with an additional 
input for parameters for use by the controller itself in real time. The claims do not set forth an "adaptive controller" as stated, only an 
apparatus that adaptively generates. The controller as used in the prior art does operate in real time. The examiner does not see any 
where in the references that they do not operate in real time or are directed to non-adaptive conrtollers as stated by applicant. Also, the 
argument directed to an "additional input" can not be reconciled with the claims.. 
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
